The Game of Delaying Italy
ERMAN diplomacy has suocesded
more In delaying the entrance of Ttaly
into the war. What described as an
Ttalian tiltimntum  expired at midnight on
Monday, but hefore that fateful hour Aun-
tria made some contesslons, the exaot nn-
ture of which has not been disclosed, and
Italy took no decigive notion.

It 18 clearly the German Intentlon to drag
the negotiations out as long as possible In
order to avold the necessity of resisting at-
tack on the Iftullan frontier of Austrin, The
German plans in the heginning were to rush
to Parls, dispose of the French, and then
turn bnek at their lelsure to repulss the
Russian nttnck, which the slow maving
armies of the Cziur would not be ready
to make until the French were defeated
Thess plans falled, ae the war dragging on
for months has proved.

It there are any diplomatic arts which
eAn prevent an attack on the Germuan-Aus-
trian lnes an any other frontler they will
bo used to their utmoat, even to the extent
of surrendering to Ttnly on paper large soc-
tions of Austrian territory, If Germany
wins, that territory can bhe retaken, and if
Germany does not win Augtrin would lose
the territory anyway. The Italian states-

May Succeed Churchill in the Ad-
miralty—The Man Who Initiated
the Dreadnought Era Learned
Much From Mahan.
